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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 18, it is not clear what is meant by "tacky material." Does this mean that 
the material in question is tacky in the final product? This appears to be the way the 
claim is worded, because the preamble recites a "device," which usually is understood 
to mean a working or completed device. But the specification seems to teach that the 
tacky material is cured (see figure 3, block E, for example), and curing would mean that 
the material hardens, and is no longer tacky. If the material is tacky when deposited, 
and later hardened by curing, then the claim would appear to be drawn to an 
intermediate product, as it exists prior to curing, and not to a final product as indicated 
by the preamble. So it is not clear whether the material is tacky in the operating device, 
or merely tacky prior to a curing operation. 



Claims 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to

one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 



in the final product or working device. Is this disclosed in the specification? It seems 
that the specification teaches to cure the tacky material. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered relevant. The 
prior art of Liu et al. discusses at column 2, lines 9-15, to adhere phosphor particles by 
a tacky material. Tasker et al. shows a common LED substrate having a cavity.
